Tbe Laws 
and Ordinances given by Chriſt ro his Apoſtles, and 
by them conveyed down to their Succeſſors, were 
always held ſacred and inviolate by them, and they 
gare in implicit Belief to the Myſteries of his 
Holy Birth and Reſurtection, without diſcuſſing the 
Poſſibiluy of the one, or emting into Arguments 
about the Reaſonableneſs of rhe other. Theſe En- 
quiries were left ro leſs innocent Times, when the 
Tempter ſhould be mote predominant, and People 
under Pretence of ſeeking Explanations, ſhould in- 
volve one another in much greater Perplexities: An 
Experiment, howſogver dangerous, grown into great 
UE: with our modern Writers, eſpecially from the 
Time in which the laſt Century was growing to- 
wards a Concluſion. | | cl & 70 
There we meet with a notable Inſtance of this 
Nature, and during the fitting of the Convocation 
too, in the Writings of Dr. Sherlock Dean of St.

| the whole 39 Pages of bis Letter; and the low fa- 
| miliar Appellations of honeft Snap, Schoolmaſter, 
dear Andrew, Rector of à Place near Billinſgate, he 
goes on with his railing Accuſations, for which he 
onght to have for Anſwer the Words of St. Jude, 
which fay, the Lord rebuke thee, thus; 

Thou haſt before owned thy felt to be an an- 
© worthy Miniſter, and here thou haft prov'd thy ſelf 
to de juſt as wnworthy a School-maſter. Did ever any 
* Man that pretended to ſpeak common Engliſh to 
* this Hour, underftand by Calm and Undifturbed, Cold 
© and Lifeleſs © Calmneſs bas always been taken 
* for that remperate State, which is neither too Hot 
© nor too Cold, Now, Sue, if the only Thing, by 
* which God has diftinguiſh'd Man from the Brutes, 
is by his Reaſon, then certainly the more of that 
© he has about him, the more fit is he to Addreſs 
his Maker. When a Man is Calm, his Reaſon go- 
* verns, and he is moſt 38 of expteſſing ye 
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© felf with Decency to his Creator; but when he 
* is full of Heat and Flame, his Paſſions certainly 
* hurry away his Senſe, and he is apt to break ont 
into Raptures nd Freedoms very unbecoming a 
dependent Crefture. The Divine Reaſon is for 
© ever Calm and Vndiſturbd; but the Frailty of Hu - 
man Nature is ſuch, that our Reafon is ſeldom 
otherwiſe than clouded with Paſſions; and ſhall 
we imagine that the very Thing, in which our 
Weakneſs moſt appears, is a Circumſtance that re- 
commends our Prayers to the Almighty ? 
* But not to enter into a ſerious Diſpare with a 
Man whoſe Arguments are all a Jeſt : Pray let me 
ask this Merry Divine ſome few Q veſtions con- 
cerning his Scripture Inſtances. Pray. Snap, how, 
and in what Part of Holy-Writ, haſt thou diſco- 
ver'd that the Widow was not Caln, but that ſhe 
demanded the Judge to relieve her, in a Paſſion 2 
Does St. Luke tell thee that the Three Loaves 
were borrow'd at Midnight in a Heat? And arr 
thou ſo weak as to miſtake the poor Publican's 
Humility and Weakneſs, for Intenſeneſs of Heat? 
Theſe are Quotations, I am fure, nor a Jot to thy 
Purpoſe, no more than are the Directions to Ask, 
Seek, and Knock; for none of thoſe Metaphors can 
imply, that we are to Pray in a Flame; nay, I be- 
liese, Snap, that if you were to Knock at any 
Man's Door in a Paſſion, you would ſcarce find that 
© he would let you in the ſooner for it. Lo 

* You might with juſt as much Pretence have ſaid, 
© that it was a delign'd Barleſque upon Homers Ilads, 
* Lucien's Dialogues, or Scapula's Lexicon, for the 
£ two Greek werds are doutbleſs in thoſe Authors, 
© as well as in St. Luke's Goſpel. But ſure there 
never was a Boy laſh'd in thy own School for a 
more ridiculous Piece of Impertinence, than this ; 
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© becauſe inrwfstgov fignifies earneſtly or intenſely, 
© (without one word of Heat or Flame,) therefore 
the Biſhop ſpeaking of Intenſeneſs of Heat, alluded 
to that Paſſage. Ar this rate, both his Sermon,

* ſure you, Friend Snap, that if your Letter had been
